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A Resignation; 


And a Murder 


Today’s events remind us of a 
murder done 150 years ago. 

Historians have compared Joe 

McCarthy with 
Thaddeus Ste- 
vens, of the 
bloody Recon- 
struction peri- 
od; and with 
Aaron Burr, 
whose overrid- 
ing and reck- 
less ambition 
to rule or ruin 
caused him to 
kill Alexander 
Hamilton. 

Roy M. Cohn, one of McCar- 
thy’s queerly assorted aides, 
has chosen July for his resigna- 
tion. It was July, 1804, when 
ambition-driven Aaron Burr 
bought a pistol ‘‘for one gold 
dollar’ and proceeded on his 
reckless course leading to a 
‘‘duel’’ with Alexander Hamil- 
ton. Hamilton, the cold and cal- 
culating genius whose political 
skill pushed through ratification 
of the Constitution, and whose 
Federalist party was repre- 
sented by Presidents George 
Washington and John Adams, 
had been defeated by Thomas 
Jefferson and his Democrats, 
but was still the second most 
powerful political force in the 
young and troubled nation. 


Career 


Burr was United States sen- 
ator and third vice president of 
the United States. His reckless 
attempts to advance himself po- 
litically came perilously near 
success. He almost attained 
_ the presidency. A shrewd and 
corrupt bit of trickery gave him 
a tie with Jefferson in 1800. 

Burr had surrounded himself 
with a band of young, queerly 
assorted, fanatic young men.

Burr turned, even, to gis- 
union, when the presidency 
failed him. He toyed with the 
idea of trying to break New 
England away and forming a 
confederacy there. Defeated in 
an election which would have 
made this possible, and prob- 
able, Burr blamed Hamilton 
and when Hamilton publicly de- 
scribed Burr as “a dangerous 
man and*one who ought not to 
be trusted with the reins of gov- 
ernment,” Burr bought his pis- 
tol. 

He provoked a duel, 
Hamilton’s great pride. 

He knew something else. He 
knew Hamilton was a poor shot, 
being completely unfamiliar 
with weapons. Hamilton ac- 
cepted the duel, that being the 
code of the times. He wrote 
rather pathetic letters to his 
wife and children, knowing he 
would almost surely be killed, 
but explaining he could not re- 
fuse the duel. It was a stupid 
*‘code’’ but as is often the case, 
stupid customs have long lives. 
Under the code the crack shot 
would almost surely kill the 
poor shot. There was nothing 
fair or honorable about it.

Burr, wanting to kill Hamil- 
ton, fired for the stomach. He 
hit the mark. The bullet tore 
through the stomach near the 
right hip joint. Hamilton lived 
12 hours in agony. 

Burr fled southward and met 
with his friend Major James 
Wilkinson, and discussed a plot 
to set up a new nation west of 
the Mississippi. It was treason, 

There was evidence enough to 

hang him. 
. But the government prosecu- 
tion made the error of produc- 
ing as its leading witness Burr's 
one-time ‘“‘friend<” Wilkinson. He 
was exposed as a traitor who for 
14 years had been a Spanish spy 
in the United States Army. 

It was in that trial that a tall, 
lean, red-headed, . pock-marked, 
long-faced lawyer put his finger 
almost in Wilkinson’s face and 
told the court, “There is the 
man who should hang.” It was 
Andrew Jackson, always forth- 
right. The case fell apart over 
a ruling by Justice Marshall. 
Burr fled to England and plotted 
there to raise a force to set up 
a new nation west of the Missis- 
sippi.

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New Schools Prove 
Fred Hand’s Vision 


Georgia’s School “Building Authority 
held a regularly’scheduled meeting in At- 
lanta yesterday. Presiding was its chair- 
man, Fred Hand, whose vision created the 
Authority and whose wisdom has directed 
it in what is one of the really spectacular 
accomplishments in the history of Geor- 
gia’s education, 

Georgia’s Minimum Education Foun- 
dation law, in which Fred Hand also had 
a constructive part, did manage to stabi- 
lize and improve the financial status of 
Georgia's teachers, but the physical plants 
of Georgia were most inadequate and 
many were in a deplorable state of decay. 

Without the creation of any debt 
against the general taxpayers of Georgia, 
the School Building Authority has built, 
or has in the process of construction, ap- 
proximately 1,000 modern school build- 
ings. Roughly 130 million dollars has gone 
into this construction of sepatate schools 
for the two races in Georgia. There are 
yet many more buildings to be built. 

When the job is done, Georgia will have 
advanced, in a relatively brief period of 
time, from a position well down at the 
bottom in school plant facilities to a 
place well up in tHe list of those states 
where a real building program has been 
initiated and completed. 

Fred Hand’s concept, his vigor, and in- 
telligent handling of the Authority has put 
Georgia far in advance of ether Southern 
states similarly situated. Some are just 
now getting around to creation of such 
an authority, others have but ventured 
into their first construction. None can 
point to Georgia’s 1,000 school plants built 
and/or under construction. 

This is but one of the reasons, though 
it is an important one, why this newspa- 
per supports Fred Hand for governor. He 
has not merely given lip service to educa- 
tional needs of the state, he has done 
something about it. And what he has 
done, with the help of an understanding, 
able committee, is a spectacular success. 

Fred Hand is not tarred by failure nor 
by suspect political affiliations, which 
have in the past so often shamed and 
disgraced the state by corrupt acts. His 
complete honesty has never been assailed, 
nor has his devotion to the state. He is 
not a man given to vague and expansive 
promises that have no possibilities of be- 
ing financed. 

The School Building Authority and its 
many school houses are a living example 
of his practical manner in serving his 
state.

Defeat in Indochina 
Presents Grave Dangers 


History will write the verdict of just 
how badly the United States has been de- 
feated at Geneva and in the Indochinese 
war. At present we seem to have lost al- 
most every round, with the Communists 
winning clearcut victories. 

The final demand, 
States guarantee the armistice arrange- 
ments, was the ultimate of a succession 
of humiliations that began when Molotov 
and Chou En-lai called Secretary Dulles’ 
hand and, found he was bluffing. 

What happens now is anybody’s guess. 
The only hope is that if a cease-fire comes 
to pass, Dulles will be able to recoup 
some of his losses. There are hints that 
France will then accept EDC in Europe— 
itself a major reason why the French 
want to get out of Indochina. 

Whether EDC of any other move now 
can check the steady Communist advances 
in Asia is open to question. We are very 
apt to find that the original concept—In- 
dochina is the “stopper in the jug”—was 
correct. The fact that we backed down is 
an invitation to further aggressions, fur- 
ther surrenders, or another world war. 

On the basis of what’s happened to 
date, the Communists have won many ma- 
jor victories and the West has suffered 
one reverse after ancther. Time is run- 
ning out and ine danger becomes greater, 
not less. Where do we go from here? 
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Cohn’s Resignation Is 


‘For the Good of All 


If the lengthy and agonizing Army- 
McCarthy hearings accomplished no other 
good, the resignation of Roy M. Cohn as 
chief counsel of the McCarthy subcom- 
mittee made them worthwhile. His use- 
fulness, if he ever had any, had been im- 
paired and public confidence in the com- 
mittee’s work had been almost irreparably 
damaged. 

Mr. Cohn and his sidekick, now Pvt. 
David Schine, most definitely lent them- 
selves to activities not conducive to effi- 
cient operation of the subcommittee’s 
work. Inexperience and wanton irrespon- 
sibility have no place in activities of such 
importance and it is without ‘regret that 
the nation sees Cohn and Schine go. 

There are many able and capable law- 
yers in this country who would be willing

to serve the subcommittee in less flam- 
boyant and controversial manner than has 
Roy Cohn. Never in history have a 27- 
year-old man and a youthful friend 
caused so much turmoil in government— 
most of it unnecessary. 

Mr. Coln’s resignation is in the best 
interest of the country and also of the Mc- 
Carthy subcommittee. Let Roy retire as 
quietly as possible and if he then wishes 
to pressure the Army on behalf of Pvt. 
Schine or anyone else, perhaps the coun- 
try can be spared the details. 


Legion Opposes Closed 
School Board Meetings 


The Georgia Department, the Ameri- 
can Legion, continues to demonstrate that 
its leadership and membership are con- 
cerned with the general welfare of the 
state as well as that of veterans. 


For instance, the convention which has 
just ended at Augusta took action on a 
number of significant problems. It adopted 
a resolution, for one thing, urging the 
State Legislature to pass a law making it 
mandatory that all county boards of edu- 
cation hold all meetings open to the public 
and to the press. 

The resolution grew out of an action 
by the Chatham County board “to hold at 
least one closed meeting per month.” 


The convention’s action is right and 
proper. There have been far too many 
instances of such closed meetings of school 
boards all over the state. They are public 
bodies and their deliberations concern 
every citizen. There is no justification, 
by law or tradition, that condones their 
conduct of public business in secrecy. 

The Georgia Legionnaires again went 
on record in support of adequate military 
forces to carry out the nation’s far-flung 
commitments in the world.

Tree Farming Presents 
Some Vital Problems 


The tree farm is a part of the chang- 
ing Georgia landscape. More and more 
fields are being retired from row crops 
or pastures and planted in pine seedlings. 
Pulp and paper companies are buying 
large tracts. Cultivated areas are giving 
way to trees. Houses are being torn down 
or moved away. 

In Upson County for example, The 
Thomaston Times reports, two pulpwood 
companies own 22,577 acres, more than 
10 per cent of the county’s total acreage. 

There are other counties in which the 
percentage of acreage so converted is 
greater. 

The trend is having its economic, 
sociological, even its political impact. Pop- 
ulation displaced has sought homes and 
employment elsewhere. The shift accounts 
for the reduction in population in many 
south and middle Georgia counties. 

The pulpwood business, forestry prod- 
ucts generally, are an increasingly im- 
portant factor in Georgia prosperity. No 
one would change that. But the shifting 
scene as the woods take over creates new 
problems. 

Jobs must be created for the displaced 
people. Adjustments must be made where 
the change affects the tax digest. And 
there is that interesting question: What 
happens if one owner takes over the en- 
tire acreage in a county? In that case, 
who casts the county’s unit votes?

- The Medical School of Emory Univer- 
sity and the University of Georgia's Med- 
ical College in Augusta are among the 74 
medical schools in the nation to share in 
grants totaling $2,176,905 made by the 
National Fund for Medical Education. 

Emory received $23,683 and the staté 
school was granted $24,354. The grants 
Were made on a basis of $15,000 for each 
school plus $25 for each undergraduate 
student. 

The National Fund for Medical Educa- 
tion was founded in 1949. Its aim is to 
improve health standards by assisting in 
the training of doctors. The fund solicits 
money from members of the medical pro- 
fession and corporations and then dis- 
burses it among the schools.

At the Macon meeting of the 
Georgia Municipal Association, the 
towns did not ask for any hand- 
outs or gratuities. They do not 
want to be run from the capitol. 
Neither do they want to be starved 
by the capitol. 

The towns agree thoroughly with 
your editorial position. There is a 
vast difference between hand-outs 
and intelligently devit#ed state tax 
laws wWich rebate or refund the 
towns upon some fair, state-wide 
basis, a share of such taxes as 
may best be collected by the state, 
such as sales or gasoline taxes. 

This principle is recognized and 
advocated by every’ municipal tax 
expert in the nation, and is like- 
wise now in effect in nearly every 
state in the Union except Georgia. 

Alabama gives its towns greater 
latitude in what: they may tax. 
Florida gives its towns the state 
cigarette tax. Wisconsin gives its 
towns one-half of its income tax. 
Ohio and Pennsylvania give towns 
wide latitude in taxation, including 
income and payroll taxes. 

The State of Tennessee gives its 
towns one cent per gallon from gas 
taxes. Last year the towns of Ten- 
nessee got over ten million dollars 
from the Tennessee Highway De- 
partment. 

Georgia's towns are fighting for 
fair treatment in line with other 
states. They are fighting the battle 
of the poor city ad valorem and 
real estate taxpayer who must Aas-

rich rice-growing delta and other 
natural resources of tremendous

The governments of France and 
Britain helped to engineer what 
amounts to -a fateful surrender. 
The United States is disassociat- 
ing itself from the settlement but, 
in deference to its allies, has 
given the wholly superfluous 
promise that it will not attempt 
to disturb the agreement. 

There will be signs of relief 
that the eight-year war in Indo- 
china is over. There were similar 
sighs of relief when the Korean 
armistice was signed last year 
and, indeed, there were similar 
expressions of popular satisfac- 
tion in 1938 when the Chamber- 
lain government made the deal 
with Hitler whereby a large seg- 
ment of Czechoslovakian territory 
was ' surrendered. 

The defeat incurred. by the free 
world cannot be glossed over in 
spite of the fact that, whenever 
any fighting comes to an end in 
any area of the world, there is 
always a tendency to feel that 
some progress has been made. 


The stoppage of fighting in 1918 
and in 1945 followed a clear vic- 
tory in each ease by the allies 
against the aggressor. The Indo- 
china truce, like the Korean ar- 
mistice, is not a_victory but 4 
readiness to compromise with ag- 
gressors and to sanction their 
continued hold on many millions 
more people who,are to become 
enslaved. 

The-responsibility for what has 
happened must be placed on the 
peace-at-any-price politicians, in 
France, who constantly under- 
mined the morale of their own 
troops and gave the Communists 
their opportunity to convert a hap- 
hazard and weak movement of 
nationalist rebels into a _ full- 
fledged military operation where- 
in Red China supplied much man- 
power and: Soviet Russia fur- 
nished much equipment to thwart 
the highly trained French army. 

Throughout Asia the white man 
now will lose face.

“Dogs show no significant ill 
effects of the shots. And the cost
